Below we give an extract from a
beantiful sermon by Rev, J. B. Whit-
ford, formerly a member of our Gen-
eral Conference, hut now of Oxford,
Michigan. The sermon is replete
throughout with sense and beauty,
but this extract ought to touch the
conscience of many a one who “iso-
lutes himeelf from church work and
chureh life,” ns well as many & one
who fails to do his part in other
witlks of life, but is sll oo ready to
complain of the results, In a wser-
mon upon “The New Era,” the elo-
quent divine said:

“While mental growth is not so swift
ws we all desire, yet, the fact itself can-
ot be guestioned. All of us would
weleome the appearance of some ginnt
that could take our world and carry it
np the divioe hights,. Dot sueh { -
mense strides do not belong to the hu-
man family, Men with their present
disorders, parrowness of wsoul-vision,
feobleness of heart-power, poverty of
thought nnd aspiration, nhn]lnwnt'n of
affection and worldliness of ambition
ennnot climb the hights nntil they drop
their leaden weights, Members love
to see their respective cliurchies grow
and wdvanee in the higher life, for ad-
vancement ulong this line mesns pros-
perity.  But many seem to be nnmind-
ful of the fact that they themselves must
becote notors in this deamn of growth.
It is the wonder of many why our
churches do not mareh to sweeter mnsio
aud with & buoyaney amd romsunce
worthy of immortal youth. But were
they o little wore wise and thoughtfal
they would first nscertaiv if they them-
selves were making any musie or intro-
dueing discondant notes to mar the har-
wony of the performance. The rose
with hulf of its petals torn away wounld
not dare to say, 'O Lord, make this gar-
den more beantiful’ Soch a prayer
wottld be inconsistent, for a ragged, 1n-
wrioct rose will mar the unity and
wrinony of any garden.  But its prayer
should be, 'O Lord, make me lluutii{:l
bring back my lost petals; then with
wy symmetry and glory restored, 1 will
enrieh this garden and send my incense
to thy throne.'
